Editor’s Note.—The article below is reprinted from the Bohemian Re­ 
view and is by an American not of Bohemian origin, but who took a great 
interest in Bohemia and her people, studied there and m astered the language 
and literature and characteristics of the people. 
He has visited Bryan and 
lectured here, hence is know here, w here he made a m ost favorable im- 
prssion. 


Not since my trip to Bohemia have I had such a delightful experience 
as was afforded me during my recent visit to the Bohemian sections of 
the a u te of Texas. 
Having previously visited all sections of Bohemia, Mo­ 
ravia and Slovak-land, and having already acquainted m yself with the con­ 
ditions prevailing am ongst the Bohemians in Such American centers as 
New York, Baltim ore, Pittsburg, Chicago and the farm ing regions of the 
Central W est, it was intensely interesting by way of com parison and of 
completion of my knowledge of the Bohemian people, to observe the con 
dltlons of life prevailing am ongst the Bohemian population of 100,000 in our 
great Lone S tar State. 


The first .impression that I bring away with me is that in Texas more 
than in any other part of the Toited States, the conditions of life, the habits 
of mind aud thought of the Czechs resem ble those prevailing in the old 
country. 
The m ere fact that the vast m ajority of the people are engaged 
in farming is sufficient to give this impression. 
For somehow, when one 
conjures to one s mind a picture of a typical Bohemian, there comes before 
his m inds eye the picture of the tiller of the soil. 
Certainly it is true 
that out on the farm s, under God’s open sky, surrounded by fields and 
meadows, forests and hills, the Bohemian seem s to be in his proper ale-

A dvertising pays—if it is the right 
kind. 
The best medium for the retail 
m erchant is the local new spaper, but 
m any of you give the m atter little or 
no attention. Advertising with some 
m erchants is a side issue, a donation 
to the paper; considered as a liability 
instead of a great big asset. 
I know that some of you fellows will 
spend two hours and a half trying to 
sell a tw enty dollar bill of goods, and 
on the other hand will give a regret­ 
ted ten m inute to writing a mighty 
poor advertisem ent that costs you five 
dollars. Be honest, you are just too 
tired or too negligent to make this five 
do some work. 
For this amount you 
can talk forcefully to a couple of thou­ 
sand people in a way that will attract 
them aud make them know that you 
are selling the goods they want at the 
right prices. 
Auy m erchant who can talk his 
goods to a custom er can learn to write 


advertisem ents with the pulling pow­ 
er. 
Bear this in mind—your adver 
tisem ents should alway;* do these three 
things 
F irst—a ttract attention. 
Se-; 
ond—hold attention and create Inter­ 
est. T hird—leave an im pression 
that 
will last for some time. 
An advertisem ent about one article 
that is well described and priced Is 
worth more than an 
advertisem ent 
about a dozen things touched upon in 
a lot of generalities. 
Most people of the com m unity know 
what line of business you are in if 
you have been in town six m onths 
Do not waste space and money telling 
them what they already know. If you 
handle stoves, tell them w hat kind, 
what you claim for them , w hat ad van 
tages they have over other stoves, 
and the selling price. Do not crowd 
your space. Make your advertisem ents 
talk—tell som ething the people will 
he interested in knowing. 


The Bohem ians of Texas have not as much cause for signs of longing 
as they sing this anthem as have those living In Netf York or Chicago where 
the sight of a bit of green is a rare treat. 


And as in the old country, the Bohemians of Texas are good farm ers. 
N ever will I forget the sight of the peasants up in the hill country of Bo­ 
hem ia and M oravia m aking use of every available inch of land, and pro­ 
ducing good crops horn soil when an Am erican would despise as good for 
nothing. 
In Texas, the Bohemian farm ers have not had to contend against 
those natural disadvantages. 
They are settled, for the m ost part, in the 
most fertile regions of the state. 
The g reat black belt, fam ous for its pro­ 
ductiveness, is largely taken up by Bohemians. 
But, even here, they have not found life a bed of roses. 
The Bohemian 
farm ers are prosperous today because they faced and overcam e obstacles 
th at frightened aw ay the natives. 
They found there unbroken prairies used 
only as a grazing ground by the Texas ranchers, who were too lazy or tim- 
ous to undertake the cultivation of it. 
They were not afraid to undertake 
the cultivation of bad lands, and many a hundred acres which are now 
bearing good crops were once wild forests, which w ere cleared only by diet 
of persevering and painstaking toil. 
I know of no m ore heroic work than 
that perform ed by the pioneer farm ers of Texas. 
All honor to them ! It is 
largely due to th eir efforts th at Texas is now one of the richest states in 
the union. 


All the Bohem ians are held in very wholesome respect by th eir Am er­ 
ican neighbors. 
I took advantage of every opportunity to learn how the 
natives regarded th eir new neighbors, and w as gratified, though not sur­ 
prised, to hear such expressions of opinion as the following: “The Bohem 
laos are the best farm ers in all T ex as;” “They m ake the very best Am er­ 
ican citizen s;” “I have never lost a cent of money through bad debts of 
B ohem ians;” “I am proud to have them as my neighbors and friends.” 
And this good opinion has been won in spite of conditions which might 
well have aroused in the natives a feeling of jealousy and resentm ent. 
One of the besetting sins of native-born Am ericans is th e tendency to re­ 
gard all foreigners as inferior to them selves. 
And when these “foreigners” 
come into a com m unity and proceed to dem onstrate their superiority as 
workmen and as farm ers, a feeling of jealous resentm ent might easily be 
provoked. 
The Bohemians, however, have gone about their work in such 
a quiet, unassum ing m anner, with such an entire absence of dom ineering 
braggadocio, and have withal been so kindly and neighborly in their rela­ 
tions with the natives, that all prejudice against them as foreigners has 
been broken down, and they have been gladly welcomed into the farm ing 
com m unity of the state.

Bohemians have now been in Texas since the ’50s, so th at we have 
now a third generation growing up. 
It is interesting to observe the pro­ 
cess of A m ericanization am ongst them . In spite of several tendencies which 
would seem to work in the other direction, the Bohemians of Texas are bet­ 
ter A m ericans than those who have made their homes in our large cities. 
The Bohemians have kept by them selves a good deal, even out on the farms. 
It is seldom that you will find a Bohemian farm er settled in the m idst of 
Am ericans. 
G enerally they settle in the Bohemian regions of Texas, and 
there, through their church and societies and in some cases through their 
schools, they foster their own language and their own racial consciousness. 
Furtherm ore, owing to the fact th at it is only a year since Texas secured a 
compulsory education law, and to the further fact th at the children are put 
to work at any early age in the cotton fields, a great many, though born 
in this country, have grown up with a very m eager knowledge of the English 
language. 
But, in spite of this fact, they are good Americans. 
T hat is 
to say, they seem to have grasped the spirit of America, of her ideals, 
traditions and institutions even better than som e of their countrym en who 
have learned the English language and Am erican ways so fast th at they 
have forgotten their m other tongue and the ideals and traditions of their 
forefathers. 
All this goes to deepen in my mind ti e conviction th at it 
is a great m istake to hasten unduly the process of A m ericanization, and 
the belief th at the more loyal these foreigners are to the traditions of their 
old country, the more loyal will they be to this, their adopted country. 
Or 
i nurse, the Bohemian language is doomed to a slow death. 
I venture to 
predict that it will endure longer in Texas than elsew here, and yet it is 
here th at the process of A m ericanization has borne the g reatest fruits. 


In Texas, as elsew here, I have found it to be true th at it is those who 
are the m ost ardent Bohemian patriots who are the m ost loyal in their 
allegiance to America. 
A Bohemian who will not support the Bohemian 
national alliance in its effort to liberate Bohemia from the hand of the 
oppressor, is not likely to support the American governm ent in its fight 
tor freedom and dem ocracy. 
W hereas those who are most active in the 
propaganda lor (he independence of Bohemia, are encouraged in th eir ac­ 
tivity by the very keen appreciation which they of the liberty and democ­ 
racy afforded to them under the American flag. 
My visit to Texas has done much to deepen my affection for the Bo­ 
hemian people. 
I hey are am ongst the m ost progressive of our new cit­ 
izens. 
They are m aking g reat contribution to our economic, political and 
cultural life. 
They have an Intense love of liberty which m akes them most 
appreciative of all that America stands for. 
It seem s to me th at the least 
we A m ericans can do is to give them a hearty welcome into our com- 
m unity of liberty loving citizens, and lend to them our sym pathy and sup 
port in the noble effort they are m aking to secure political independence 
for Bohemia.

It Is m ost encouraging to see the 
large increase in peanut acreage In 
Brazos county. This will likely mean 
more revenue from the thin sandy soils 
than would come from the planting 
of any other crop on such land. But 
we should rem em ber th at pulling up 
the vines will make the thin land 
poorer and the poor hog thinner, while 
leaving the vines in the ground will 
make the thin land better and the 
poor hog latter. 
Just at this time when the w eather 
is ideal and when the farm er m ight 
feel like taking on m ore crop to keep 
him busy, it would be well to rem em ­ 
ber, again, th a t it is a “long lane 
that never tu rn s” and that some close 
readers of the alm anac are predicting 
rain in abundance on and after May 
25. While not standing sponsor for 
these w eather predictions I hope the 
rain will come, and knowing how hard 
it is to clean grassy peanuts. I fur­ 
ther hope that the peanuts will have 
been cleaned. To this end I am glad 
to call attention to Mr. G airen’s ar 
tid e on peanut culture in Extension 
Service Farm News, May 9: "Killing 
weeds and m aking a soil mulch to 
conserve the m oisture is the cultural 
task of the peanut grower. Crab grass 
is the weed mostly to be dreaded in 
a peanut field. Once it becomes firmly 
established it can be destroyed by hoe 
work and no field operation in crop 
growing will elim inate profits faster 
than the hoe work. 
The team shoi 
be used w henever possible. 
Crab 
grass, like other weeds that infest the 
field, is most easily killed just at the 
time of germ ination. There is no bet­ 
te r im plem ent of cultivation for de 
straying weeds at the early stage of 
their growth than the drag harrow. 
It should be used before the pe?.nuts 
come up and as often as the young 
weeds and grass are seen peeping 
above the surface. 
The use of the 
harrow for this purpose can be con­ 
tinued until the peanuts are three or 
four inches high. 
There is but little 
danger of injuring the young vines 
and even this little can be practically 
removed by setting the harrow teeth 
at a slant of about 30 degrees and by 
harrow ing parallel with the rows with i 
the teeth removed for the row space. 
“This early cultivation to keep ahead 
of the weeds and grass should be spe­ 
cially emphasized in peanut culture. 
W ith timely rains the weeds and grass 
will run riot and then can be sud- 
dued only with the hoe. 
At the end 
of the conflict, if the grower is not 
careful, his profits will have vanished. 
“Later cultivations do not especially 
differ from the row cultivation of corn, 
peas, or beans. 
The sam e im plem ents 
can be used for the cultivation of the 
peanut. 
After the peanut vine begins 
to “peg” or form pods they should 
not be disturbed and all cultivation 
should cease. 
At last one or two cul 
tivations, shovels, sweeps or hillers 
should be used and so adjusted that 
the loose soil is gradually worked to­ 
ward the roots of the vines. 
The 
peas are formed in loose soil. In young 
vines avoid hilling the vines and leav­ 
ing a bare strip in the middle to al­ 
low m oisture to escape. There is no 
advantage in covering the vines at 
the last working and there is possi­ 
ble injury in lightly rolling tile vines 
after the last working as is done by 
grow ers In some sections.” 


CONSOLIDATION TALK 
FOR TWO SCHOOLS 


Shiloh and Rock Prairie school dis­ 
trict patrons are discussing earn est­ 
ly the project of consolidating their 
d istricts and 
establishing 
a 
high 
school. A m eeting was held a t the 
Shiloh school house a few days age 
for the purpose of discussing the pro­ 
ject, and Rock Prairie is said to have 
discussed it and to be more in favor 
of it than Shiloh, if possible. It looks 
as if the project would go through. 
Shiloh has an alm ost new two-room 
bulding and a teach er’s cottage on 
five acres of ground. They have em ­ 
ployed two teachers there for fifty- 
one enrolled pupils up to the past ses­ 
sion. Rock Prairie has a fairly good 
one-room school house and one teach­ 
er. The project contem plates the mov­ 
ing of the Shiloh house and cottage 
to a point more centarl for both dis­ 
tricts, the lopping off of some of the 
area of each district and the form a­ 
tion of a new one with high school 
grades. The school house would then 
be located on a graveled road.

Submarine Menace 
Soon be Overcome 


New York, May 24.—Hudson Maxim 
announced Tuesday he had invented 
and perfected a device which 
will 
make ships im mune from dangers of 
the subm arine. He said th at torpedoes 
even when fired at close range and 
striking their targets 
would explode 
harm lessly against the hulls of their 
intended victims. The inventor made 
the announcem ent at a luncheon giv­ 
en in Brooklyn. He asserted th at the 
invention soon would be dem onstrated 
by the governm ent, which already had 
been advised of the details. 
“The invention is practical for ev­ 
ery type of vessel,” he said. “It can 
be applied within a few m onths at a 
com paratively 
cheap price, to the 
hulls of ships already constructed. 
The only change necessary in vessels 
already built will be a slight enlarge­ 
m ent in their beams. My device is 
of solid m aterial and encircles the 
entire ship from bow to stern. It is 
not and in no sense or m anner resem ­ 
bles either a screen or net.”

New York, May 24.—The presence 
of William Marconi, the wireless in­ 
ventor, with the Italian mission here 
has led to reports that the famous 
S' dentist had found a solution of the 
submarine difficulty.

Marconi has brought to this country 
several devices evolved by the Ital­ 
ian admiralty which accounted for 
thirteen U-boats in the first

weeks of their operations.

At the negro school T hursday the 
children under the direction of the 
acting prinicpal, A. F. Kemp, held an 
exhibit of the work they had been do­ 
ing the past session and presented a

A few w hite people 
were

all did not go because of the tim e of 
day m aking it prohibitive. The exhibit 
consisted m ostly of canned vegetables 
and the w ritten work, a rt work 
and 
some geom etric work. 
The canned 
goods were not only the products of 
the culinary art, but the children had 
designed and lettered th eir own lab­ 
els. On the beets there was a picture 
of a beet done in w ater colors and 
the word “beet” penned. Each canned 
article was likew ise designated. Then 
th ere were sam ple of draw ings done 
by the pupils, th eir books containing 
essays and other w ritten work. On 
the blackboard were draw ings of dif­ 
ferent organs of the body, Indicating 
th at they are gaining knowledge In 
physiology. It was all very splendid, 
but to top off the whole thing, the 
children gave a num ber of old-fash­ 
ioned songs of the plantation type 
th at w ere more than enjoyed: 
the
